The  cut  on  opposite  page  shows  a common  Screen 
Window,  made  with  No.  i,  No.  i 1-2  or  No.  4 Cor- 
ners, and  No.  20,  or  No.  1 20,  No.  21,  or  No.  1 2 1 Sticks. 
Two  of  the  sticks  have  grooves  (one  each  side),  and 
there  being  two  slides  or  sticks  that  are  screwed  to  in- 
side  casing,  the  Screen  Frame  slides  from  top  to  bot- 
tom of  window,  thus  affording  a fly-tight  screen  for 
either  upper  or  lower  sash;  can  be  easily  raised  to  open 
or  shut  your  windows  or  blinds;  and  when  not  wanted 
for  use  can  be  raised  to  upper  part  of  window  under 
the  curtain. 

No.  20  or  120  Sticks  are  mostly  used  with  No.  i 
Corners;  No.  21  or  121  Sticks  are  mostly  used  with 
No.  I 1-2  Corners;  either  Sticks  are  used  with  No.  4 
Corners.

The  cut  on  opposite  page  shows  a Screen  Window 
with  center  piece,  which  is  used  only  where  the  win- 
dows are  quite  wide,  and  is  made  with  No.  i or  No. 
I 1-2  Corners  and  No.  1-2  Center  Pieces  or  No.  4 
Corners  and  No.  4 1-2  Center  Pieces  with  No.  20,  120. 
or  No.  21,  12 1 Sticks,  with  an  extra  upright  piece. 
The  sticks  are  got  out  the  same  as  frame  No.  i,  so  they 
can  be  used  for  either  upper  or  lower  windows.  No. 
21  or  1 21  Sticks  are  mostly  used  for  this  style  Frame, 
but  are  not  put  up  expressly  for  it.  It  requires  only  an 
extra  stick  7-8x1  1-4  inches,  and  the  length  desired  for 
the  height  of  Screen  Frame,  and  can  be  very  easj-ly  ob- 
tained, or  will  be  furnished  if  desired.  ^

Door  Screen  Frame,  No.  i. 


The  cut  on  opposite  page  shows  a common  or  Two- 
Panel  Screen  Door,  made  with  No.  2 1-2  or  No.  3 Cor- 
ners and  any  of  the  different  size  Door  Sticks,  and  is  a 
complete  Door  Sereen  Frame  that  cannot  sag  or  warp 
out  of  shape.  It  is  ornamental,  cheap  and  durable. 
There  is  no  mortising  or  tenoning,  will  last  a lifetime, 
and  is  so  easily  put  together  to  fit  any  door  that  all  will 
see  the  advantage  it  has  over  the  old-fashioned  method 
of  mortising,  which  is  liable  to  sag  and  warp,  while 
with  Porter’s  Corners  this  is  an  impossibility.

The  cut  on  opposite  page  shows  a Four-Panel  Screen 
Door,  which  is  made  with  one  set  No.  2 1-2  and  two 
sets  No.  1-2,  or  one  set  No.  3 and  two  sets  No.  4 1-2. 
The  Sticks  used  are  the  same  as  those  used  in  Door 
Screen  Frame  No.  i,  with  the  addition  of  two  upright 
pieces  for  the  centre.  This  makes  a very  ornamental 
door,  and  is  recommended  where  the  frame  is  three  : 
feet  wide  or  over,  but  is  not  necessary.  It  is  very 
easily  put  together,  and  the  expense  is  but  very  little 
more  than  for  the  No.  i Frame.

The  cut  on  opposite  page  shows  a Double  Screen 
Door  which  takes  two  sets  each  of  Corners  and  Sticks, 
and  is  the  style  mostly  used  for  wide  store  and  office 
doors.  It  is  usually  hung  with  Double  Spring  Hinges,  j 
to  swing  both  ways,  and  is  the  most  convenient  door  j 
made,  especially  where  there  is  much  passing  in  and  | 
out.  i 

Either  style  Corners  and  Sticks  are  used,  as  in  Screen  ' 
Door  Frame  No.  i.
